WhUa apeoial osnans agent of Indians 
fo)^ Nevada, I learned of the whereabouts 
of this prophet, and I deem it not inap- 
propriate forme toaddreasyour oAoe upon 
this, and state briefly a few facts that oame 
under ray ohMrvatioa. 

First— It is true that moat of the Indians 
are believem in the coming of the Meseiab 
early in the spring.

This mountain la 
belli a« a sacred m<)iiutHin to the Indiana, 
aud ou toji they allege they can .see foot- 
priut« of tl.eir first father, Xuineriia. If I 
may be permitted to suggest I won Id rtiO- 
ommeud that all tho Indiana be permitted 
to viait thix mnnntain, ha 1 am attistied 
they will only Kei:d delegations from each 
tribe for the purpose of asoetteining tbe 
truth of the prophesy. 

The Indians of Nevada expect delega- 
tions from most of the tribes north and 
northeast, aud Sitting Hull is expected. 
The only fear the Nuva^ia Indians have is 
that Che government vill interfure- with 
troopft. I think if the ludiauK are let 
ulone at the various agencies the w held 
thing will tlie away. Ailof the Indians 
here do not believe in 'the piophet. al 
though Joaephus, the ohiaf of Wallcer 
'IMte, thlnlca inayl>e Co we^ei laaprephet, 
for tl^e reason that he went twice to thia 
fTpl^dt to ooi'tsidt about wat^i^avlt *'no 
rain »ad' Walk^s* riysr 'i^ear|jf dry up," 
and upou each' oocitaion the prophet pre- 
dtetsd mln^KhMl really came aud saved

Cajt. Dave, of the Nevada agency, and 
Josephus. of Walker rivt r. are better 
poHted upon this Indtau craze than any 
other Indians in Nevada.

MUST 00 TO THE WORK HOUSE. 

Iiiiiii f':iii< I )t-<'ii>l(iii 111 Keii^tril to Cunvlc- 
tlxii fur Vlolntiuu of tlie I..l<|uur I.hw. 

Clevel\wd, 0., Deo. 1. — Judge No- 
ble, of the common pleas cotirt, has 
poi^.'^ed up m' an importut point of law 
in giving decisions on several appeals 
from tho [Kilice court, for conviction of 
violators .d' flu- biindfiy litjuor law. In 
the caee of Henry Benty, the jioint was 
raiaed that tbe sentence of ten days in 
jiul was irregular, and that the statute 
re(iuirad tbw persona oonvicted of the 
offense ccmjlilainad Of akonld be impris- 
oned In the woi^'lionae. Hitherto Po- 
lice Justice Kelly haa invuriably sen- 
tenci d -aloonkeepe: s to confinement in 
tbe iuil. instead ol aandlngtham to the 
work house. 

The point has never been raised be- 
fore, but Judge Hutchins, who is Benty's 
attorney, brought it io the attention of 
Judge Noble, and asked f i >r his client s 
discharge, oa tbe ground of im gularity 
of sentence. Jndge Noble held that the 
point was well ti^en, and that the sen- 
tence was not according to law. He 
onoted decisions of tbe (.upveme court 
that bear exactly uixin th s point. Tbe 
wording of ths statute, which says that 
the defendant "shall" be sentenced to 
the work house, Judge Noble said, 
makes it mandatory upon Jndge Kellv 
to send the aaloon Keepers to that Insti- 
tntion. As in Be.ity'a cafe there waa no 
daim of irregularity on anj-tUng' but 
tbe Sentence. >the defendslnt waa re- 
manded to tbe police court, so that be 
may be s nt 'nce(t to tlie work house.

The 
most important of the'e ia tha Federal 
election bill which paaaed the boose 
the first ieadon, and which was resisted 
in the senate bjrHie Democrata so flrmly 
that it was necessary for the Repaid 
Ucans to agree to a postponement or its 
conrideranon in order to bring abont 
the paaoage of the tariff bill and an ad- 
journment of tlie first session. 

There Ik alt>o on the calendar of the 
senate the National bankntpt«y bill 
which is leing poshed by the representa- 
tives of the commercial oottvaation; the 
bill to traniifer the revenue marine 
service from the treasury to the navy 
depailment which was debated at some 
lenght during the first session, the bill 
to discontintte the coinMe of the tl and 
t8 gold pieces, and the Conger lard bill. 
XheKe measures have pa:»8ed the houRc. 

On the houae calendar are the subsidy 
and the shipping bills which ha^** passe J 
the senate. A number of other meu^- 
nres of great importance are on the 
calendars of both hunses, whicii: have re- 
ceived ttnal action in neither. 

During the cominff week action wiU 
lif taken to uutli.ie as nearly an possible 
the work for tlie aes-sioii in both nousus. 
Tliu Republic-ana in the senate are 
pledged to the itasstige of the Fed"ral 
I e)eutiun bill: but it is a qneation in the 
iriinils of some whether it is possible to 
pass it against the obstructive tactics of 
the Democrats ami then the question is 
raised whether there is any party ne- 
cessity for its passage now that the 
eleutions f(.<r the f if^-secor d congreHs 
are over. Tlie Aej^bucan senators will 
probably hold a caucus during the week 
to determine what is to be done. There 
hn.'< as yet bt-m no consultation of tlie 
Keiiubliciin Icuilers on this point. 

The first duy of the session will Ite 
prineipally devoted to the receipt of the 
president's message, which will be read 
at length in each house. It ia not un- 
likely that on the following duy the 
liuiiH* committee on appropriations will 
be ready to rejiort one or more of the 
annual approp:iation bills. The neUKiua 
bill and the fortification bill will be the 
first to come up ' for consideration. 
What will be do^i to imsh the oupro- 
priatioii biHs fot'ward will U- neter- 
mined in caucus. The Republican 
caucus has also to determine upon a 
postma-ster for the hotute, the office hav- 
mg been declared vacant at the cluse of 
the first session.
